PLANS DRAWN 
FOR LIGHTING 
ON BALDWIN 

Plans and specifications for the pro¬ 
posed ornamental lighting system for 
Baldwin avenue were presented at last 
night's meeting of the city trustees by 
Engineer Bixby. The plans were drawn 
In pursuance of the ordinance of In¬ 
tention to instul the Improvement, as 
recommended by the Hoard of Trade 
special committee. The plans were ta¬ 
ken under advisement by the trustees. 
When approved due notice will be 
given so that interested property own¬ 
ers can inspect them and a date will 
be announced for the filing of protests. 

As outlined by Mr. Bixby the plans 
cull for single standards of copper 
covered steel or of concrete, sur¬ 
mounted by a single globe. Seventy 
posts are called for, the average space 
between them being 143 feet. The to¬ 
tal cost of the improvement including 
incidental expenses is estimated ,at 
*6 ,04G, tnuking the cost per post com¬ 
plete $32. 

Assessment maps and charts accotn- 
Jtnny jthe report. The cost Is laid up¬ 
on the Baldwin avenue frontage and 
upon Intersecting streets for one-half 
block in each direction. The Baldwin 
avenue frontage is assessed uniformly, 
and Intersecting streets upon a dimin¬ 
ishing scale, according to the distance 
from Baldwin. 

Chairman Jones announced receipt 
of a telegram from the railroad com¬ 
mission approving the sale of the 
Sierra Madre water company's system 
to the city. The formal order follows 
by mall and the trustees expect to 
complete the deal by Monday. 

Sanitarium Ordinance 
' At the opening of the session a largo 
audience was present in the expecta¬ 
tion of fireworks over the sanitarium 
ordinance. F. D. R. Moote appeared 
ns attorney for Dr. Shepard of El Re- 
poso and presented a lengthy petition 
asking the repeal of the ordinance ex¬ 
tending the restricted district to In¬ 
clude El Reposo. He recited the argu¬ 
ments that had been advanced In favor 
of El Reposo as a sanitarium site and 
read letters from a number of prom¬ 
inent medical authorities in Eos An¬ 
geles urging that Dr. Shepard lie per¬ 
mitted to operate El Reposo for the 
good of tubercular sufferers and ex¬ 
pressing the conviction that there 
would be no menace to the town. 

W. J. Lawless presented u petition 
asking the trustees to keep the re¬ 
cently passed ordinance on the books. 
There was an Interchange of argument 
which became at times decidedly 
sharp, Messrs. Letteau and Lawless 
spcuking against the sanitarium and 
Mr. Moote, Dr. Shepard and Dr. Mack¬ 
erras In favor. 

Chairman Jones said the board had 
only one tiling in mind and that was 
to ascertain the wishes of the people ' 
on the subject and to act accordingly. 
Trustee Pegler moved that action bo 
deferred until all members of the board 
could be present, Trustee Tarr being 
absent, and the motion prevailed. 

Oscar Selling appeared to ask re¬ 
dress for damages to his property 
above Grand View which was due, ho 
said, to the tactics used in protecting 
property on the south side of Grand 
View avenue from flood damage. The 
embankment piled up there he charged, 
had resulted In the depositing of a 
large quantity of gravel and rock on 
Ills property. Chairman Jones denied 
that other property had been protected 
to the disadvantage of Mr. Selling's 
and said that if the city employes who 
were on the spot at the time hail not 
been very vigilant the stream would 
have cut across his lot and possibly 
have undermined his house' Mr. Soil¬ 
ing thought the city ought to bear a 
portion of tlie expense resulting and It 
was finally agreed that the street su¬ 
perintendent should Inspect ttie prop¬ 
erty with him in an effort to decide 
upon an equitable solution of the prob¬ 
lem.

Rev. Hugh Furneaux has been enjoy¬ 
ing it respite from his labors in So¬ 
nora while visiting this week with Mrs. 
| Furneaux tit their home on North 
Grove street. He is on his way to Chi¬ 
cago where lie will attend the general 
assembly of the Presbyterian Church. 
A recent issue of the Sonora Union 
Democrat contained tlie following ref¬ 
erence to his work: 

"Rev. Hugh Furneaux, our energetic 
Presbyterian minister, who somehow 
finds time to send out printed and 
original literature concerning the won¬ 
derful resources of Tuolumne county 
while fully attending to the duties of 
his large religious field, was evidently 
a busy man in the spring session of ttie 
San Joaquin Valley Presbytery held 
at Dinuha last week. The reverend 
gentleman is credited with being one 
of the best church workers in the field, 
and lie certainly has kept moving in 
this county to meet appointments in 
mountain and foothill places, covering 
widely separated places with unfailing 
regularity, riding when lie could and 
walking when he must, and despite 
Inconvenience and discomfort of un¬ 
certain modes of travel, always greet¬ 
ing his congregations with a cheery 
smile and preaching the word of God in 
eloquent language. In traversing tile 
wide stretches ho was obliged to travel 
to reach town, hamlet and isolated 
camp, on tile highways and byways lie 
has acquired a deep knowledge of the 
county aud has a keen impression of 
the scenes and conditions prevailing 
in the days of placer gold mining. 
These Impressions of the romantic 
past, the present conditions, the future 
possibilities, all have conspired to 
make him a champion of Tuolumne 
county as a home place and has in¬ 
spired him to talk and write earnestly 
and truthfully about this historic sec¬ 
tion of the state. 

“But we digress: what we started in 
to say about preacher Furneaux was 
that he is not only n faithful church 
worker, but also a clever politician In 
church conference. The other day at 
Dinuba he convinced the Presbytery 
that it should send him as a commis¬ 
sioner to the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, which convenes 
in Chicago on May 14th, 1914. and 

then, just to confer the proper honor 
On the Sonora church, which was or¬ 
ganized In 1853. he persuaded the Pres¬ 
bytery to elect Elder A. Verkuyl to a 
similar office. This will he the first 
time in the history of the local church 
that It will lie represented by a ruling 
elder. The gentlemen will leave here 
early In May for Chicago. 

"The Rev. Furneaux will occupy this 
field for the ensuing year.

EDITORIAL CHAT 


HEATER FOR MOTORCARS, 


In a Class by Itself— 

The Incomparable beauty of the site 
of Sierra Madre becomes so much a 
matter of course that, like so many of 
life's essentials, we sometimes forget 
to be properly mindful and thankful 
for it. Sometimes it takes the enthu¬ 
siasm of an astonished visitor to re¬ 
awaken our appreciation. There is a 
strange lure in the intimate relations 
of the mountains to the town's loca¬ 
tion. And how anyone can fail to feel 
ja sense of exaltation Inspired by the 
valley view is beyond understanding. 


Simple Device For Utilizing Part of 
the Exhaust Gas. 

To utilize some of the heat of the 
waste products has been the object of 
quite a number of persons who have 
sought to increase the comforts of win¬ 
ter motoring, but not all of them have 
been successful, says the Scientific 
American. A new type of heater that 
but recently has made its appearance 
has a number of commendable fea¬ 
tures, first and foremost of which is 
that it may be easily nttuched by al¬ 
most any one who is handy with tools 
in a short space of time. 

In its simplest aspect the heater is 
nothing more than a miniature radia¬ 
tor, such as commonly is used for hot 
air, steam and hot water heating. Part 
of the exhaust gas is led from the ex¬ 
haust pipe through the radiator, 
whence it escupes through a relief 
vent to the outer air. It is in the man¬ 
ner of admitting the heated exhaust 
products to the radiator, however, that 
much of the novelty exists. Instead 
of a plain valve in the exhaust pipe 
there is a rotor, operated by tlie pres¬ 
sure of tile exhaust gas, wliicb in turn 
opeus a small disk valve that admits 
part of the products of combustion to 
the radiator: thus only a small part of 
the gases pass into tlie radiator, the 
exact amount being governed by a 
small lever which in turn is connected 
to the disk valve so that the opening 
may be varied. As the beating sur¬ 
face is large and tlie tubing is fairly 
light only a comparatively short time 
need elapse before the heat is felt by 
the occupant of the car. 

To attach the device it is merely nec¬ 
essary to section out a small piece of 
the exhaust pipe and substitute for it 
the combined rotor and valve that go 
with the heater. In the construction 
two heaters are used, one iu the front 
and one in the rear of the car. though 
only one need be used, and it can be 
placed wherever the faucy of the own¬ 
er dictates.

THE DIAMOND DRILL 


Aida the Prospector In Determining 
Value of Borings. 

The diamond drill consists of a line 
of hollow rods screwed together in 
five or ten foot sections, rotated by an 
engine through shaft and gearing and 
fed forward either by a hydraulic cyl¬ 
inder and piston or by a screw feed. 
At the lower end of the rods is placed 
a bit, in which pieces of “black dia¬ 
mond" or carbon are set. which, as the 
rods are rotated, cut an annular hole 
in the rock, leaving a center piece or 
“core” undisturbed. Water is forced 
through the rods to keep the diamonds 
cool and to wash away the cuttings of 
the bit. The essential feature of this 
method is the core or sections of rock, 
which is formed by the hollow bit and 
rod as the drill advances. At inter¬ 
vals, usually after drilling ten feet, 
the rods arc withdrawn by means of 
hoisting mechanism, bringing with 
them the rock core, which is caught 
and held by a self locking "core lifter.” 
The core is then removed, the rods 
again lowered and the process repeat¬ 
ed until the mineral, body sought is 
found. 

This method indicates to the pros¬ 
pector the exact depth of the ore hotly 
from the surface and the thickness 
and character of the vein when found 
as well as the nature of the material 
penetrated before reaching the vein. 
It Is thus possible to estimate closely 
the cost of the development work, 
while the core of minerals furnishes 
accurate samples for assaying pur¬ 
poses. Of almost equal importance, if 
the mineral ore body is absent, the 
diamond drill indicates the fact, thus 
saving tiie cost of uh exploratory shaft. 
—Engineering Magazine.
